Editorial Notes 


“BOOKS are weapons.” The morning after the race riots in Detroit, in late June, the 
librarian of the Detroit Public Library called departmental advisers into conference. United 
States troops were camped on the library lawn; parts of the city were seething with violence. 
What was the responsibility of a great library system to its community under such 
conditions? 

The answer was the almost immediate publication of a six-page folder entitled The Events 
of the Week of June 20th, which carried brief, arresting quotations from substantial books 
on the problems of racial tolerance and racial minorities. Only six reading references were 
mentioned at the close. The effectiveness of the folder was greatly enhanced by its brevity 
and timeliness. 

A factual story by Ralph Ulveling, relating in some detail the surprising reception the 
leaflet received from a wide variety of individuals and groups, will appear in the September 
A.L.A. Bulletin. 

At the request of THE Boox.ist, the Detroit Public Library has agreed to make the folder 
generally available if orders are accompanied by ten cents to cover cost of reprinting and 
handling. 


SEVERAL somewhat special books which seemed unsuitable for regular listing in THE 
Book ist, but which libraries may like to know about, have appeared during the past year. 
A reference and research book which would be of especial interest in industrial communi- 
ties is The First Century and a Quarter of American Coal Industry by Howard N. Eavenson, 
privately printed, and for sale by Eavenson, Alford and Auchmutz, Koppers Building, 
Pittsburgh (1942. 701p. $8). Includes 14 maps, 161 pages of production tables, appendixes, 
and a 44-page bibliography. This history of coal runs from the date of its discovery on this 
continent to 1885. The author is a mining engineer. The study was made as a contribution 
to the industry and the book is offered at the cost of publication. 

Alpines in Colour and Cultivation by T. C. Mansfield (n.d. 276p. Dutton, $3.75) includes 
80 handsome plates in color and 30 black and white drawings. This is an English book and 
there is no statement as to the possible adaptation of the many varieties listed to soil and 
climate of the United States. An introductory text of 25 pages precedes the long list of 389 
plants. 

Wild Violets of North America, by Viola Brainerd Baird, is a charming book, beautifully 
printed and illustrated (1942. 225p. University of California Press, $10). There are 77 
delicate color plates by F. Schuyler Mathews, and many small drawings in the text. The 
number of copies printed is 1000. 

Hawaiian Flowers by Loraine E. Kuck and Richard C. Tongg (1943. 109p. Tongg Publishing 
Company, Honolulu, $3.50) will have more limited use but its 16 colored plates lend attrac- 
tiveness to the book. The listings are grouped under such headings as Blossoming trees, 
Tropical shrubs, Flowering vines, and Colored foliage shrubs. 

Forest Tree Seed of the North Temperate Regions with Special Reference to North America, 
by Henry Ives Baldwin, is a scientific treatise, volume 8 of “A new series of plant science 
books” edited by Frans Verdoorn (1942. 240p. Chronica Botanica Company, Waltham, 
Massachusetts, $4.75). Long bibliographies of references in English and foreign languages, 
some drawings, diagrams, and tables. Suitable only for a very special collection. 

Color Harmony and Pigments, by Hilaire Hiler, deals with systematizing color, terminology, 
shades, tints and tones, practice based on theory, and similar topics. (1942. 61p. about 14 
by 11 inches. Favor, Ruhl & Company, 425 S. Wabash Ave., Chicago, $7.50). The book is 
accompanied by the Hiler color chart. 

Five moderate sized books of about 200 pages each contain a valuable collection of nature 
stories written by Dr. H. P. K. Agersborg, formerly biologist with the U.S. National Park 
Service and now at the James Millikin University, Decatur, Illinois. The set, Nature Lore; or, 
Listen to the Voice of Nature, is offered as collateral reading in nature study and biology for 
older children in the grades, for high school students, normal schools and teachers colleges, 
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colleges, or adult reading at home. The author is actuated by the great need for a better 
appreciation and understanding of nature in order that real conservation may be practiced 
and put into force as law. Many of the articles have appeared in periodicals or newspapers. 
The subjects of the volumes are: How to build your state and other stories; A simple con- 
servation program; The art of trout culture; How to solve present-day problems in wildlife 
conservation; Forests and rainfall and other stories. It is a miscellaneous collection, illus- 
trated from many photographs and some drawings, especially suitable for school libraries. 
Order from C. C. Nelson Publishing Company, Appleton, Wisconsin; single volumes, $2; 
set, $10. 


AS MOST LIBRARIANS now know, the Council on Books in Wartime, Inc., 400 Madison 
Ave., New York 17, is active in furnishing lists of books for the attention of the reading 
public. The brief Subject and Place lists, and the longer lists on Countries at war (about 
50-60 titles), are compiled by the Council’s Library Committee of which Jennie M. Flexner, 
Readers’ Adviser of the New York Public Library, is chairman. The other members of the 
Library Committee are: Flora B. Ludington, librarian of Mount Holyoke College; Alice P. 
Hackett, associate editor of Publishers’ Weekly; Meredith Wood, vice president of the Book- 
of-the-Month Club; and Marion Dodd, president of the Hampshire Bookshop. Single copies 
of all lists, mimeographed, will be sent to libraries free upon request. 

The books on the “Recommended war books” lists are suggested by another group: 
Donald Gordon of the American News Company, Virginia Kirkus of the Virginia Kirkus 
Book Shop Service, Francis Ludlow of the Baker & Taylor Company, John Beecroft of the 
Literary Guild, and Amy Loveman of the Book-of-the-Month Club. 

As noted in the July 15 Booxuist, p.469, a Children’s Book Committee of the Council has 
now been formed. Vernon Ives, of Holiday House, is chairman; the other members are 
Doris Pattee, children’s editor with Macmillan, Lena Barksdale, and two librarians—Irene 
Smith, Superintendent of Work with Children, Brooklyn Public Library, and Marguerite 
Kirk whose name was omitted in the July 15 notice. She is Director, Department of Library 
and Visual Aids, Board of Education, Newark, N. J. The first children’s list is The United 
Nations. 

The R. R. Bowker Company, 62 West 45th St., N. Y., offers all the lists in printed form at 
quantity prices. The lists may be purchased also on a year’s subscription plan. Write Albert

THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS has issued its first printed cards for microfilm copies of books 
in the Library. These cards are printed for use in the catalogs of the Library of Congress 
and for distribution to other libraries in the same manner and at the same cost as cards 
for books in the Library of Congress. The new cards are not distinguished by being assigned 
special card numbers but a complete set is being maintained by the Card Division so that 
they can also be sold as a set if any card subscriber should wish to have all the cards for 
microfilms. 

Some of the cards for microfilms have been printed from copy supplied through coopera- 
tive effort by other libraries and an increasing amount of copy for microfilms is expected 
from this source. 

The rules adopted for the cataloging of microfilm at the Library of Congress result in 
cards which are very similar to those for printed books. The same rules are applied, with 
four exceptions. Libraries that are interested in the cataloging of microfilm should write 
to Library of Congress, Office of the Secretary, and ask for Press release number 142, or a 
statement giving details.

Publications indicated as being supplied free 
of charge by various agencies are occasional- 
ly difficult to obtain. Their distribution is not 
standardized from Washington; some material 
is being distributed from regional and local 
offices, and a request to a Washington office 
may be referred to a regional or local office. 
Usually there is no statement about this on 
the pamphlet itself. Occasionally, therefore, 
a pamphlet is included which was intended 
solely for use with a service group; the com- 
piler has no way of knowing this. We regret 
the inclusion of such special material, but at 
present we know of no way of avoiding it.
